The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests the claimed method for forming a copper 
interconnect including the steps of forming at least two barrier layers having different 
material composition on the insulating layer and in the opening wherein the second 
barrier layer consists of a material selected from the group: palladium, magnesium, and 
molybdenum; forming a copper seed layer on at least two barrier layers; implanting the 
seed layer with barrier material ions to form an implant seed layer; forming a bulk 
copper containing layer on the implanted seed layer and annealing the substrate ; or 
forming an inter-layer barrier layer between the first and second copper seed layers for 
a subsequent steps of forming a bulk copper-containing layer and annealing the 
substrate.
